He said he would not 
Hci'ton the lit in?,' at the expense of tho 
dead, Init iunlhi.>r Sir Gecugo CTlVtier nor 
any other single i\Ii;. ister was able to bind 
the (jovarninent. liid'erriiig to the Ivoyal 
Conuiiis.'iion, Ic-i exin^ossod his regret tli.'it
